INCREASED INVESTMENT IN OIL INDUSTRY QUESTIONED

FEW sub-Saharan oil producers have not 
tried to move downstream into the refinery 
industry. Even non-producing states have 
built expensive refinenes to cover domestic 
consumption needs and to export finished 
products. 

The recent history of West and Central 
Africa's refineries is, however, chequered. 
For example, Mauritania, Togo and Congo 
found their refineries to be costiy white 
elephants, operations being either deferred 
or intermittant. Few countries have a large 
enough market to justify building a refin- 
ery. When refineries are destined for the 
export market, African states come up 
against harsh commercial realities of sales 
networks they do not control. The oil glut 
over the past year has further complicated 
the picture. 

Although the investment outlay for re- 
fineries could perhaps be better channeled 
in other sectors, both industrial and agri- 
cultural, of sub-Saharan African econo- 
mies, upgrading existing refineries and 
even building new ones goes steadily for- 
ward. For example, an unprecedented 
spate of activity is taking place in West 
Africa, where Mauritania has finally 
brought on stream its Nouadhibou refin- 
ery, and Senegal and the Ivory Coast are 
embarked on expansion programmes. 

After years of false starts, Mauritania’s 
Im. tonnes a year (t/y) Nouadhibou refin- 
ery finally came into service last summer. 
Built at a cost of $90m., by Voest Alpine of 
Austna, the refinery never processed a 
barrel of crude oil at its completion in 
1977. Original plans had the refinery pro- 
cessing Algerian crude oil, but the rupture 
in diplomatic relations with Algiers during 
the first years of the Western Saharan war

upset this plan. Thus, the refinery slowly 
deteriorated under the combined corrosive 
attacks of sand and salt water. 

The restoration of diplomatic links with 
Algeria in 1979 set the stage for a revival of 
the refinery scheme. The Algerians 
granted some $20m., in 1981, to refurbish 
the refinery and to train Mauritanian per- 
sonnel. The refinery was modified to pro- 
cess Algerian light oil as well.as crude from 
Saudi Arabia. The Jeddah-based Islamic 
Development Bank was to provide a $10m. 
loan to finance initial purchases of oil for 
feedstock. 

Senegal’s M’Bao refinery is being up- 
graded from its present capacity of 900,000 
tonnes per year to 1.2m. t/y by the end of 
1983 and perhaps 1.4m. t/y by the end of 
the 1980s. Heurtey Industries of France 
won the $15m. contract. The work is to be 
jointly financed by Société Africaine de 
Raffinage (SAR) shareholders, buyers’ 
credits and a soft loan from the French 
government. 

The M’Bao refinery operates as a service 
refinery, with shareholders roviding 
crude to match their need refined 
products. Equity holders in SAK include 
the Development Bank of Senegal with 10 
per cent, Elf Aquitaine 30 per cent, 11.8 
per cent each for Shell, British Petroleum 
(BP), Compagnie Francaise du Pétrole 
(CFT-Total) and Mobil, and 1 per cent for 
Esso. Now the Senegalese government 
wants a majority share in SAR, and talks 
with shareholders have been initiated. 
Should the government’s equity be in- 
creased to 51 per cent. it would be obliged 
to supply 460,000 t/y of crude at the 
beginning, and 700,000 t/y once the exten- 
sion of the refinery has been completed. 











Work was completed last year on the 
extension of the Ivory Coast’s Vridi refin- 
ery, bringing its capacity up to 4m. t/y. The 
Ivory Coast now ranks second behind 
Nigeria (with the exception of South Afn- 
ca) in the league of sub-Saharan refiners. 
The government owns 30 per cent of the 
Société Ivorienne de Raffinage (SIR), 
whose other shareholders are the Upper 
Volta government with 6 per cent, Elf 
Aquitaine 17.5 per cent, Mobil 12.76 per 
cent, Shell 10.29 per cent, CFP-Total 9.09 
per cent, BP 7.23 per cent, Texaco 6.13 per 
cent and Esso | per cent. 

The SIR refinery will treat oil from the 
Ivory Coast’s offshore Bélier and Espoir 
fields. Since the present consumption 
needs of the country are only around 2.2m. 


t/y, the rest of the refinery’s output will be . 


destined for export on the regional market, 
notably to Upper Volta and Mali. The 
possibility of sales to Ghana, Sierra Leone 
and Liberia is also being studied. 

The history of Togo’s refinery illustrates 
the incapacity of certain states to support 
such a heavy and sophisticated piece of 
industrial infrastructure. The $80m. refin- 
ery opened in January 1978, promptly shut 
down in August of the same year, having 
run at only a third of its Im. t/y capacity. It 
reopened in April 1979 under British in- 
stead of French management, but activity 
has been precarious. In particular, crude 
only arrives (usually from Nigeria) when 
the guvernment has the hard cash to pay 
for deliveries. Given Togo’s financial prob- 
lems deliveries have become rarer in recent 
times. : 

Nigeria is poised to build its first export- 
oriented refinery in Cross River State. 
Construction is scheduled to begin on the 
8m. t/y plant following the termination of 
the extension now going on at the 5m. t/y 
Warm refinery. Officials at the Nigerian 
National Petroleum Corporation (NNPC) 
hope the Warri scheme will be completed 
by 1985. The Lummus Company of the UK 
is to install a 15,000 vy alkylation unit at 
the Wari refinery to produce high octane 
gasoline, as well as a 25,000 t/y carbon 
black plant to provide blending agents for 
industrial applications. 

France’s Bureau d’Etudes Industrielles 
et de Coopération (Beicep), an affiliate of 
the state-controlled French Petroleum In- 
situte (IFP), has completed a feasibility 
study for the amelioration of operations at 
Nigeria's refineries at Warri and at Kadu- 
na. The 5m. t/y Kaduna refinery has been 


plagued by frequent shutdowns — either 





for maintenance or repair — which has cut 
back output. The refinery is producing 
kerosene, and NNPC authorities are dis- 
cussing making lubricants and asphalt. 
However, heavy crude oils have to be 
imported for these operations, arrange- 
ments have been made with Venezuela. 
Even with its ‘hree refineries, Nigeria ts 
unable to meet its growing domestic needs 
for finished products. To make up for the 
shortfall, the NNPC has been processing 
oil abroad. This offshore arrangement will 
continue for some time, until the upgrad- 
ing of local processing covers demand. 
The coming on stfeam of Cameroon's 
new 2m. t/y refinery at Limbe has singular- 
ly complicated the refining industry scene 
in Central Africa. The refinery, built at the 
cost of $275m. by Procofrance, an affiliate 
of Universal Oil Products of the US, is 
designed to cover Cameroonian consump- 
tion, and provide . surplus for export. 
Thus, not only has Gabon lost its prime 
export market for finished products, but it 
also now finds Cameroonian output com- 
peting against its own in the region. What 
is more, the recent entry iniv production of 
Congo’s Pointe Noire refinery is likely to 
exacerbate competition even further. 
Cameroon has a 66 per cent equity 
participation in the Limbe refinery, with 
Elf Aquitaine holding 10 per cent, and 8 
per cent each by CFP-Total, Shell's Pecten 


affiliate and Mobil. Output in 1981 was 

- 1.2m. tonnes, 750,000 of which was for the 
local market. The refinery will process oil 
from the country’s offshore fields in the 
Rio del Rey area, close to the frontier with 
Nigeria. It can, if the need arises, also 
process other qualities of crude. Expansion 
of the unit is possible after 1990 if market 
conditions warrant an additional invest- 
ment outlay. 

Gabon’s refining industry has been in 
the doldrums for the past two years. Its two 
refineries, both at Port Gentil, have an 
installed capacity of 2.2m. t/y. But Société 
Gabonaise de Raffinage (Sogara) and Co- 
ger processed only 1.2m. tonnes of crude in 
1981, and 1982 activity was down by 
another 10-15 per cent. Sogara is owned 30 
per cent by Gabon, 18.75 per cent each by 
Elf-Gabon and CFP-Total and 6.25 per 
cent each by BP, Agip of Italy, Belgium’s 
Fina, Mobil, Shell and Texaco. With a 
Capacity of 1m. t/y, mainly butane, gaso- 
line, kerosene, fuel oil and gas oil, it 
supplies the domestic market. 

Petrol produced at Sogara has an octane 
level below international standards and,

consequently, cannot be exported out of 
the sub-region. Gabonaise officials are 
studying the possibility to add a catalytic 
cracking unit to upgrade the gasoline 
octane content to make it marketable in 
Western Europe. Coger, which produces a 
full range of international standard refined 
products, is owned 30 per cent by Gabon 
and 70 per cent by Elf-Gabon. Its principal 
market is in Western Europe. 

Congo’s Im. t$y Pointe Noire refinery 
became operational in September last 
year, after a $i12m. refurbishing effort 
carned out by Technip of France. The 
refinery was built in the early 1970s by a 
consortium composed of Sybetra of Bel- 
gium, Voest-Alpine of Austria and Ser- 
cobe of Spain. It was scheduled to start 
production in '976, but never came on 
stream because of a series of technical 
difficulties as well as design and construc- 
tion errors. Congo won an arbitration 
decision in 1981 against the Sybetra/Voest- 
Alpine/Sercobe group, mainly on experts’ 
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reports prepared by Foster Wheeler and 
King-Wilkinson, both of the US. The 
compensation to be paid to the Congolese 
government will match the final cost of 
repair work. The refinery 1s wholly-owned 
by the state company, Hydro-Congo, and 
will be managed by 4 joint venture com- 
pany owned oy Hydro-Congo 51 per cent 
and Elf Aquitaine 49 per cent. 

Late in 1981, saboteurs, reportedly from 
South Africa, attacked and damaged 
Angola’s sole refinery at Luanda. Damage 
was limited, mainly to older storage facili- 
ties. Of the plant’s three distillation units, 
only one was seriously touched. Since last 
March, the sefinery has progressively re- 
sumed operations and was back to capacity 
Output during the summer. 

Plans are now afoot for the Angolan 
state oil company, Sonagoi, to take a 60 
per cent hoiding in the Petrengol refinery. 
At present, Petrofina of Beigsum has the 
majority share in the joint veiture. Mod- 
ernisation and expansion of the refinery’s 
capacity is also being planned.

IMPLICATIONS OF AFRICAN PARTITION DISCUSSED

I READ with keen interest the report 
(West Africa December 20, 1982) about 
the conference which Professor Imanuel 
Geiss of the University of Bremen had 
convened to plan for the celebration in 
1984 of the Centenary of European parti- 
tion of Africa. The 1984 international 
conference is scheduled to focus on the 
well known Berlin West African Confer- 
ence (referred to in Germany simply as the 
Congo Conference) of November 1884 to 
February 1885 correctly considered as a 
major milestone in the history of the 
European “Scramble” for, and eventual 
partition of. the African continent. 
Celebrations similar in content and pur- 
pose to the one in Bremen are also being 
planned by Professor Thea Buttner, the 
Director of the Institute of African and 
Asian Studies of the Karl Marx University 
in Leipzig (DDR), and at Oxford. _ 
The perspective of Bremen (and Leip- 
zig. too) 1s predictably European perhaps 
in keeping with the traditions of the origin- 
al Berlin West African Conference where 
there was no African representation: the 
number of African scholars invited was 
disproportionately inferior to the number 
of the European experts. The actual 
attendance was almost exclusively Euro- 
pean and predominantly German. 
Similarly the themes of the proposed 
commemorative conference are predomi- 
nantly European and actually Euro- 
centric. These are (a) images and know- 
ledge of Africa in Europe on the eve of the 
Berlin Conference; (b) motivation and 
interests of the participating countries; (c) 
the impact of the Conference on the

participating countries (not on Africa!); (d) 
the doctrines and methods of the new 
imperialism; (e) the theories, practice and 
effects of the different colonial administra- 
tions; (f) the influence of the Berlin Con- 
ference on boundaries and state formation 
in Africa up to 1920 (West Africa, cited, 
p.3264). 

The nature and character of the events in 
Bremen suggest the need for an indepen- 
dent African initiative based on the aware- 
ness of a distinctively African perspective. 

Quite apart from its politically sinister 
character, the celebration of this centenary 
is not easily sustained by the facts of the 
history within Africa itself. In this regard, 
it is important to distinguish between two 
levels of analysis. On the one hand is tiie 
perspective of modern African states, suc- 
cessors mostly of the same colonial states 
created in consequence of the European 
partition. The widespread and persistent 
conflict and controversy among these 
States in resnect of their colonially-imposed 
boundaries point to the fact that the 
partition is still far from being settled to an 
extent that could justify any centenary 
celebration. 


The other side of the African perspective 
is the one on which the present writer's 
research endeavours have focussed (e.g. 
Western Yorubaland Under European 
Rule, Longman 1976 and (forthcoming) 
Partitioned Africans: Studies In Cultural 
Relations Across Africa's International 
Boundaries, 1884-1984, University of 


Lagos Press and Longman). It relates to 
the attitude of ethnic groups or culture 


























areas that have been mutilated by the 
international boundaries. 

For these specifically divided African 
culture areas, partition has meant the 
drawing of the boundaries across well 
established .lines of intra-group com- 
munications, including invariably a sense 
of community basec on tradition of com- 


mon ancestry; usually very strong kinship : 


ties; shared socio-political institutions and 
economic resources; common customs and 
practices and, sometimes, acceptance of a 
common political control. 

In many instances, illustrated by the 
Uganda-Sudan frontier through the Kakwa 
homeland, the boundaries have been 
drawn to separate communities of worship- 
pers from age-old sacred groves and 
shrines. 

In the other instances, well exemplified 
by the Somali and the II-Masai (pastoral 
Masai) across the Kenya-Tanzania bound- 
ary, scarce resources, such as water in a 
predominantly pastoral and nomadic cul- 
ture area, were placed in one state while 
the pastures are located in another. 

Apart from the division which arises 
routinely from the mere location of the 
boundaries, partitioned peoples were 
further pulled apart in consequence of the 
opposing or parallel integrative processes 
of the states into which they have been 
divided. Such, for example, was the gener- 
al effect on the partitioned culture areas of 
policies on matters of trade and currency, 
transport and communication, politics and 
administration, education and ideology. 


In spite of all these divisive influences, 
however, partitioned Africans nave tended 
in their normal activities to ignore the 
boundaries as dividing lines and to carry on 
social relations across them more or less as 
in the days before the partition. Judged 
from the perspective of border society life 
in many a part of Africa, the partition can 
hardly be said to have taken place, and a 
centenary celebration in 1984 would make 
little or no sense. 

This point has been especially drama- 
tised in the recently concluded visit of 
January 9-10, 1983 by the Ooni of Ife (the 
traditional ruler of the Yoruba city in 
Nigeria, considered in Yoruba mythology 
as the ancestral home not only of the 
Yoruba but also of mankind!) to the 
Alaketu of Ketu in the People’s Republic 

of Benin, a well known Yoruba Oba 
whose traditional area of jurisdiction was 
split into two by the Anglo-French colonial 
boundary which assumed an international 





status in 1960 when both Benin (then 
known as Dahomey) and Nigeria became 
independent. . 

On this visit, the Ooni, Oba Okinade 
Sijuwade Olubuse II, was accompanied by 
four other Nigerian Yoruba Oba, the 
Orangun Ile Ila (Oba Adetona Ayeni), the 
Timi Agbale Ede (Oba Oladokun Oyewu- 
si), the Eleruwa of Eruwa (Oba Bolanle 
Olaniyan Gbajumo) and Oba Godwin 
Babatunde Akran Menutoyi II of Badagry. 
The Alake of Abeokuta was represented 
by the Aro of the Egba, a cabinet-rank 
traditional Chief in Abeokuta. 

The Nigeria Oba who arrived in Ketu on 
Sunday, January 9 were joined the follow- 
ing day by the Onisabe of Sabe, another 
ancient Yoruba ‘ruler based in. Benin, 
whose area of jurisdiction was, like Ketu, 
split by the same international boundary. 

The Alaketu himself was in the company 
of his chiefs and the Oba or crowned heads 
of the major Ketu towns on the Nigerian 
side of the boundary. These included the 
Onimeko of Imeko, the Ondofa of Idofa, 
the Ooye of Iwoye, the Onjoun of Ijoun 
and the Alademeso of Igan-Alade. To 
round off the visit, the Alaketu of Ketu in 
the presence of all the Yoruba Oba in 
attendance conferred chieftaincy titles on 
eighty individuals drawn from Ketu com- 
munities in both Nigeria and Benin. An 
epilogue of the visit was the series of calls 
by the visiting Oba to important Ketu 
shrines and monuments including the 
famous Akaba Idena and Aiton-Ola. 

This was not the first time that Yoruba 
traditional rulers have crossed the bound- 
ary in demonstration of their disregard of it 
as a line of division for the culture area. 
The visit by the Ooni was at the invitation 
of the Alaketu who himself had visited the 
Ooni two times — first at Ife shortly after 

the Ooni’s installation in 1980 and second, 
when he attended the Conference of Yoru- 
ba Oba in Ibadan in 1982 at the invitation 
of the Ooni, who was chairman of the 
conference. The Alaketu has also visited 
Nigerian Ketu communities on several 
other occasions. 

In 1981, the Onisabe and the traditional 
ruler of the Bariba town of Nikki — both in 
the Republic of Benin — attended the 
Official installation of the Okere of Saki, 
ruler of a major Yoruba town in Oyo State, 
Nigeria with claims to historical links with 
both Sabe and Nikki. 

While the Ooni’s visit falls within an 
established tradition of social and cultural 
relations among the Yoruba, irrespective

of the international boundary drawn 
through their culture area, its unique fea- 
tures may be noted. Never before, within 
available records of human memory, has 
there been a similar gathering of top 
Nigerian Yoruba traditional rulers on Be- 
nin soil since the definition and demarca- 
tion of the international boundary at the 
turn of the last century; never before such 
a visit by a reigning Ooni (considered in Ife 
local tradition as the ‘“‘Arole Aduduwa” — 
i.e. Successor of Oduduwa, the legendary 
ancestor of all Yoruba crowned heads) 
since the establishment of Ketu Kingdom 
under the leadership of one of the direct 
descendants of the progenitor of the Yoru- 
ba, about a millenium ago; never before 
has there been such a crowded assembly of 
all Ketu in the ancient Yoruba city. 

It was not merely a meeting of surveying 
elements of a passing phase of history. 
That the visit ever took place should be 
regarded as the best illustration of the 


continuity of African cultures and institu- 
tions and their prodigius capacity to sur- 
vive all types of trying situations. Ketu has 
stood and will stand as one of the most 
remarkable cases of such survival. The 
Alaketu as an institution is today an index 
of a great feat in African cultural tenacity. 
It has defied the destructive influences of 
the politically republican and culturally 
assimilationist French colonialism, in 
theory and practice poised against all 
monarchical structures including those of 
subject peoples. 

While Ketu was not the only case of such 
a survival in former French African posses- 
sions, it is among the few — one other 
outstanding case being the institution of 
the Mogho Naba of the Mossi in Ouaga- 
dougou (Upper Volta) — which have 
managed to retain some measure of vigour 
in the face of the colonial official policy of 
non-recognition or even overt repression. 
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Not only did Ketu retain its age-old 
Obaship institution under the French; it 
has also continued to use the institution as 
an effective instrument for the propagation 
of the collective consciousness of the peo- 
ple in spite of their partition into two 
distinct colonial spheres and socialisation 
into two parallel European cultures. 
Alaketu Adegbite Adewori (1937-1963), 
whom the present one succeeded, summed 
up the position when he told a visiting 
British geographer in the late 1950s that 
the boundary between Nigeria and what 
was then known as Dahomey was meant to 
divide the British and the French, not the 
Yoruba. Therefore, the Alaketu of Ketu 
has remained a very active influence 


among the Ketu in Nigeria in so far as a 
traditional level of politics is concerned. 

This example of cross-border social rela- 
tions has parallels elsewhere along the 
Nigeria-Benin and other African interna- 
tional boundaries. Withir the Nigerian 
region, these include the Aja, especially 
the Gun of Badagry area of Lagos State 
and the contiguous southern part of Ogun 
State in Nigeria and their kinsmen in Porto 
Novo, Whydah and Alladah in the Reput- 
lic of Benin; the Bariba of Borgu split by 
the same Benin-Nigeria boundary; the 
Hausa of Southern Niger and their kins- 
men in such Northern Nigerian States as 
Sokoto, Kaduna and Kano; the Kanuri of 
Borno State in Nigeria and adjacent areas 
of Chad and Cameroon. Other African 
examples include the pastoral Masai across 
Kenya-Tanzania boundary and the Kongo 
across Gabon/Congo/Zaire/Angola bound- 
aries — to mention a few cases. 
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The situation draws attention to the 
possibility and indeed the need to anchor 
efforts at African continental unity on the 
more secure cultural foundations. The 
Yoruba case, so well dramatised in the 
recent visit of the Ooni of Ife to Ketu, 
demonstrates tha: partitioned African cul- 
ture areas have no regard for the bound- 
aries imposed by the European powers at 
the turn of the last century. That the visit 
has taken place in 1983, so close to 1984, is 
a further demonstration of the irrelevance 
of the centenary celebrations to Africans at 
the grassroots level. An awareriess of this 
perspective is important for scholars of 
Africa, especially experts in the European 
imperial impact and colonial rule. 

correspondent recognises the need 
for an African initiative within Africa, 
whereby scholars of appropriate expertise 
in history, law, politics and economics can 
meet to review the implications of the 
European partition of the continent over 
the past one hundred years. He has, since 
1981, engaged in research and correspond- 


ences and put detailed proposals of a 


seminar to scveral African and Afro- 
centric institutions, including the Secretar- 
iat of the Organisation of African Unity in 
Addis Ababa, all without much encourage- 
ment. It is hoped that the present efforts by 
European colleagues in Bremen, Leipzig, 
Oxford, and possibly in Paris, will stimu- 
late authorities and institutions within, and 
for, Africa to reconsider the need for an 
African initiative. Berlin 1884 was without 
African representation. It would be a 
disservice if 1984 will pass without the 
benefit of adequate African imput.

PRESIDENT OPENS OFFSHORE PETROLEUM DEPOSIYTS 


Brazzaville ETUMBA in French No 686, 5 Mar 83 pp l, 3 
[Article by Gabriel Bote-Ndza: “Fruitful International Cooperation" ] 


[Excerpts] Comrade Denis Sassou-Nguesso, PCT [Congolese Labor Party] Central 
Committee chairman, president of the republic, head of state and chairman of 
the Council of Ministers, inaugurated the Yanga Marine new offshore oil 
deposit, located some 50 kilometers offshore from Pointe-Noire, last week. 


This accomplishment by Elf-Congo, added to so many others, confirms the 
fruitful cooperation existing between our international partners (Elf- 
Aquitaine, Agip Recherches) and our country, through Hydro-Congo. 


In the course of the founding of Elf-Congo, large deposits were discovered in 
the area of the Pointe-Noire Grands Fonds, 17 kilometers offshore and 30 kilo- 
meters away from the economic capital. They were given the name of "Emerald," 
and are located at depths between 200 and 600 meters. The deposits amount to 
500 million tons. However, current technology enables us to extract no more 
than 17 million or three percent of the deposits. The extraction, which was 
started in 1972, had reached 13 million tons by the end of 1979. According to 
Elf-Congo statistics, the current annual production pace is about 1.3 million 


tons. 


However, while developing the "Emerald" deposits, extensive research eventually 
led to the discovery of the "Likouala" deposits (reserves assessed at 40 
million tons or 10 million recoverable). In 1980 500,000 tons had been ex- 
tracted and according to estimates extraction could reach about 1.5 million 
tons per year at a development cost of 33 billion CFA francs. Furthermore, a 
deposit was discovered in Sendji and in Yanga, both in 1979. 


Let us also recall that in 1979 Agip-Recherche had also discovered the Loango 
on its Madingo lease. This extraction, which was started in 1977, had reached 


a rate of 1.3 million tons by 1979. 
The Situation with the "Yanga Marine" Deposit 
The deposit was discovered in July 1979, some 50 kilometers off Pointe-Noire, 


at a 100 meter depth. This field, which includes six platforms, is scheduled 
to extract 13.5 million tons of crude in 10 years out of the 65 million proven 


reserves. 
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Therefore, "Yanga Marine," which was opened by the head of state, is the 
largest deposit after "Emerald." From the viewpoint of technical characteris- 
tics, this deposit has one main production platform and a second residential 
platform. It has another four drilling platforms, so that the exploitation of 
the deposit will be accomplished through 71 wells. Let us note that 51 of them 
are used for extraction and 20 for water injection, for the purpose of a faster 
and larger petroleum extraction. The cost of the installations was 130 billion 
CFA francs (Elf-Congo 85 billion and Agip-Recherches, Conge 45 billion), as 


anticipated. 


There was first the good initiative of the Congolese government which, in 
building the Moukoukoulou Dam (in cooperation with the PRC) gave an impulse to 
the development of the necessary structures for the petroleum industry. There 
was also the constant concern on the part of our production partners of in- 
creasing their investments, which affect technological standards and, conse- 
quently, labor productivity. That is why Elf-Congo estimates that the ex- 
traction of crude oil in our country could be increased from 5 million tons in 
1983 to 6 million in 1984, i.e., a rather substantial increase by 1 million 


tons. 


That was the reason for which Comrade Adada, minister of energy and mines, 
emphasized with satisfaction that "We have great faith in the future of this 
industry in Congo." He added that this faith is based on the quality of honest 
and direct cooperation with all partners, based on respect for the principle of 
mutual interest and permanent dialogue. "This permanent dialogue enabled us 
yesterday to resolve the problems of the past and to build toda’'s successes," 
for the future, he emphasized, is longer than the past.

SPANISH LAWYER CHARGED WITH SPYING--Madrid, Apr 1 (AFP)--A Spanish lawyer 
had been detained in Equatorial Guinea on charges of spying and complicity 
in an attempted coup, the Madrid daily PUEBLO reported today.

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RECENT MEASURES TO FIGHT CORRUPTION NOTED

THE PRESIDENT of the Republic of The 
Gambia, Sir Dawda K. Jawara has in 
several speeches and statements conceded 
that some lieutenants and aides in his 
commercial and government sectors are 
enriching themselves in “the rat race and 
the mad rush for the acquisition of more 
and more material goods at the expense of 
duty to the state and to the society.” 

To remedy this, his Parliament, 

spearheaded by Justice Minister Fafa 
Mbye, has recently set up a Commission 
for the Evaluation of Assets and the 
Prevention of Corrupt Practices. Minister 
Mbye, a self-proclaimed hater of corrup- 
tion or any exploitation of the masses by 
their elected leadership, is said to be a 
much-feared member of the government 
hierarchy, on account of his drive to clean 
up. 
Pr. Mbye, part of the new blood trans- 
fused into the ruling People’s Progressive 
Party (PPP), is struggling to restore hones- 
ty, and credibility in an economically un- 
sound government. Together with other 
newcomers like the forthright technocrat 
and Vice-President Bakary B. Darbo, 
Minister Mbye is adopting the trend in 
‘“house-cleaning’’ being carried out in 
neighbouring Senegal by the ace of techno- 
crats, President Abdou )Diouf. 

Vice-President Darbo and President 
Diwof are far removed from the electioneer- 
ing sentiment which has characterised both 
the governments of Senegal’s ex-President 
Leopold Senghor and President Jawara at 
fighting the misuse of privilege. They had 
from the onset made public their insistence 
on honesty, vigilance, and the adherence 
to law and order. Extracts published in the 
PPP organ, the Gambia Times, though 
signed by the editor, are clearly the lan- 
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guage of new thinkers within the ranks of 
the party. 

Leaks from police files speak of cases 
involving some three million dalasis reb- 
bed from various sectors of the govern- 
ment. 1982 closed with a chain of arr >sts 
and indictments in the Central Bznk, 
Customs and Excise, and the Governrient 
Treasury departments. But the figures 
coming out still have to top the DSm. telex 
transfer to the National Westminster Bank 
of New York City attempted by a clerk in 
one of the loca! banks back in 1980. 

The Criminal Investigation Division files 
are bulging with pending cases of corrup- 
tion, fraudulent accounting, theft, and all 
other forms of charges connected with the 
wrongful acquisition of money. The head 
of CID branch, Ousman Nicol, has also 
had occasion recently to look in his own 
backyard when a fraud leak involving some 
D200,000 broke in the licencing division of 
the Police Traffic Department. Several 
police officers are so far helping their 
colleague in his investigations. 

This joins the lingering search for some 
CFA50m. which disappeared from police 
safekeeping in 1980 after four men (now 
acquitted and discharged) had exposed 
illegal bank transfers to Europe by 
ambushing a convoy carrying millions of 
dollars and francs to a waiting aircraft. 
Indicted CID officers are helping Nicol in 
his investigations. One observer whispered 
to me in court that since the osusu took off 
in earnest, Nicol had become the most 
overworked civil servant. 

Several businessmen had the shock of 
their lives in early December last year 
when they were rounded up for question- 
ing. Some spent nights there awaiting 
clearance concerning their financial prac- 
tices. When they ail left, the government 





had recovered D900,000 being short pay- 
ments through falsified customs entries. 

This particular osusu involved a govern- 
ment clerk who had obtained a copy of the 
official stamp of the Central Bank. The 
clerk would stamp import/export entries as 
valid, levy unauthorised amounts, and split 
the income with the State Treasury. The 
case is still pending. 

The disease has hit the youth hardest in 
1982. The Gambia National Insurance 
Corporation (GNIC), a parastatal consti- 
tuted only three years ago, has been hit to 
the tune of some D100,000. The Gambia 
Commercial and Development Bank 
branch at Basse, 250 miles from Banjul, ° 
had its own clerks thumb-printing dud 
cheques and executing transactions 
through defunct accounts of illiterate far- 
mers who once owned them. 

A syndicate of clerks from GNIC, Stan- 
dard Bank, GCDB had robbed the system 
of at least D100,000. A police officer 
commented: “The figures are coming at us 
so fast that sometimes we think our investi- 
gators are making them up.” 

io plug holes in this sieve of Gambian 
state money, Minister Mbye insisted on the 
Assets Evaluation Commission and nursed 
it successfully through Parliament. This 
shot panic among taxi-fleet owners, estate 
controllers, and ostentatious socialites. 
Quick property transfeis to the names of 
relatives and friends were not unexpected. 
But among Mbye’s terms of reference, a 
clause provides for accounting whether the 
property is in the original owner’s name or 
not. 

The two most important sections of the 
Act provide the Commission with powers 
to investigate public officers on the manner 
of acquisition of certain properties, look 
into their conduct of business, and their 


connections with government and public 
bodies. 

Again, an officer can be investigated if 
his standard of living and assets are not 
commensurate with his official emolu- 
ments, past and present; or if he has 
received benefits which come from corrupt 
practices or any such factor which is 
considered an offence under the Act. 

But the Minister himself came under fire 
ip’a Radio Gambia interview in which he 
did not, as confidently as in the passage of 
the Act, assure its foolproof operation. 
The Act provides for the approval of the 
President of the Republic before an inves- 
tigation can go on. It also allows for the 
authorities to vet reports before deciding 
whether the case is worth forwarding to the 
Commission. 

Many insist in private, giving due re- 
spect to the State of Emergency, that the 
Commission’s mandate should not have 
embraced the executive branch of govern- 
ment, but should have remained at least a 
judicial affair and at most of civil composi- 
tion. 

Under the Act, conviction for bribery 
and corrupt practices draws three to seven 
years in gaol with the sum misappropriated 
to be repaid after serving the sentence. 
Citizens may report cases of misconduct 
directly to the President or to the Commis- 
sion. But for witchhunters, punishment 
will be imposed for deliberate misinforma- 
tion arising from vendetta or malice. 

Minister Mbye and the Justice Depart- 
ment are ready. And so are those Gam- 
bians who are bent on holding fast to one 
of the most disastrous and destructive 
proverbs the Wollof language has ever 
coined, which in translation would mean: 
“Where fou tie the sheep, there will he eat

He told a lunchtime meeting of students at Pretoria University that one 
basic departure from the original proposals was that the President's Coun- 
cil, an indirectly elected body, would now have the final say over deci- 
sions and would resolve clashes between the three chambers. 


He expressed "grave concern" about the development. 


Mr Vorster steered clear of party politics and made no reference to the 
forthcoming parliamentary by-elections during an hour-long speech. 


While he hinted broadly that he was not too happy about the changes in the 
Government's constitutional guidelines, he studiously avoided criticising 


the country's ieaders. 


The hall in which he delivered his speech was filled to capacity, with 
students thronging the entrance and even sitting in the aisles and on 


chairs outside the hall. 


Mr Vorster was given a standing ovation by the large audience, which 
included the leader of the Conservative Party, Dr Andries Treurnicht and 
several other prominent CP members. 


The Conservative Party has claimed in the past that it enjoys the support 
and backing of the former Prime Minister, although he has made no public 


declaration in this regard. 


Mr Vorster warned that South Africa's survival depended on separate develop- 
ment. There must be constructive dialogue with other races, but the Whites

IT is perhaps not too unwise to 
sound a note of caution in the jubila- 
tion about the Government’s foray 
into what we hope is the beginning 
of a massive and aggressive housing 
programme, the type we have been 
asking for all along. 

Most parties agree, even with 
some reluctance from certain quar- 
ters, that if this is not exactly a 
breakthrough, it is the intent to 
what should long have been accom- 
plished. 

But strange, at about the same 
time that this world shattering — 
by our standards — news was hit- 
ting the headlines, the demolition of 
shacks was going on remorselessly 
Cape Town and Soweto. i“ 

This did take away some ofthe 
shine or even glory from the new 
housing scheme and in a way also 
Showed that there may be some 
price to pay for the good news. 

It is becoming evident that a lot of 
money will be needed to make the 
various housing schemes work. 
Among other things Soweto resi- 
dents have woken up to the rude 
shock that they will have to pay for 
the much vaunted electrification 
scheme — for up to 25 years. 

There is also the dark hint that 
rents will go up and up. This will, in 
particular, affect the poor amongst 
the people who will not be able to 
buy their own houses, unless the 
Government or local authorities 
make their loans within reach of the 
person-in-the-street. 

That rents have been going up 
and will continue to do so has ceased 
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"Bitter Lrony in Housing Scheme"] 


to be noteworthy. The people of the 
Vaal are facing a stiff R19 hike and 
it is on the cards that almost all 
areas will face increases in June and 
at the end of the year. 

The shack issue we think was one 
of the worst blunders officials could 
have attempted in Soweto. It has 
united various peoples so that there 
is now a single problem on most po- 
litical agendas opposing the Govern- 
ment right-wingers siding with radi- 
cals. 
The problem is large enough to 
bring together blacks who have had 
too many divisions in the immediate 
past. Whether the Government’s 
new housing scheme was to counter- 
act against this, is a moot question. 

It is also quite clear that the 
demolition of peoples’ houses is con- 
sidered perhaps one of the worst 
things to do in a whole brace of op- 
pressive measures against blacks. 
The issue is also bringing closer to 
many the misery faced by the people 
of Cape Town. This means that the 
people of Soweto are also getting 
closer to the people of Cape Town — 
the two areas suffering from one ob- 
noxious demolition project. 

It seems a pity to sound all these 
caveats in the face of the new hous- 
ing dispensation. The least we can 
say thus is that we hope it is the be- 
ginning of even bigger things. We 
know that the problem is not easy 
and that there will be large prob- 
lems before it bears fruit. 

The only unpleasantness that 
should hardly have been allowed is 
the continued demolition of shacks.

MAWU EXECUTIVE SLAMS MIGRANT LAWS

[Excerpt] The national executive committee of the Metal and Allied Workers 
Union (Mawu) yesterday issued a statement condemning the planned Orderly 
Movement of Black Persons Bill and the destruction of shacks in the town- 
ships. 


The committee resolved to rally its members to oppose the new measures and 
will also request the Federation of South African Trade Unions (Fosatu) to 
take up the campaign. The shop stewards councils have been discussing the 
matter for some months and found that more than half the union's members 
are directly affected. 


The union felt that although the bill had been temporarily withdrawn, the 
administration boards were already implementing many of the worst aspects 
of the bill: 


-Hundreds of shacks have been torn down in Katlehong, Soweto and Alexandra. 
These shacks are said to belong to workers and because of the shortage of 
housing, this is the only way they can live with their families; 


.There has been heavy pass raids in all townships and in the town centres; 


-The West Rand Administration Board has ordered that a worker who brings 
his family to the town can have his contract cancelled--so not only will he 
be fined, but he and his family will be sent home to starve. 


Mawu said: "The national executive supports the initiative of the Transvaal 
branch in informing all members about the Bill and in mobilising members, 
through the shop steward councils, to demand that employers and the com- 
munity councils condemn these measures. It also recommended that it be 
made clear to employers that the new measures will cause great dissatis- 
faction and instability among workers. Employers will also suffer direct 
from a dissatisfied and unstable workforce." 


Mawu's NEC stated: "It is clear to all workers that influx control laws 
have only one purpose, to keep them weak and to keep their labour cheap. 
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Through these laws our members are cut off from their families, forced to 


live like ants in degrading hostels and condemmed to starve in the areas if 
they lose their jobs. 


"Now their lives are to be made even worse--they will even be more insecure."

WITWATERSRAND UNIVERSITY O?POSES GOVERNMENT ADMISSIONS PLAN

procedure and an active 
instrument of the 
Government’s policy of 
racial discrimination in 
education. “The univer- 
sity strongly objects to 
being forced to act in 
this manner,” 

@ Blacks would be 
forced to compete with 
one another for places 
allocated to them and 
were likely to transfer to 
the university the bitter- 
ness and frustration they 
now felt towards the 
system of ministerial 
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permits. 

“The university con- 
siders this right to be a 
crucial component of 
university autonomy 
and academic freedom 
which, for higher educa- 
tional institutions, are of 
the most vital impor- 
tance. 


Wits noted “with 
great satisfaction” the 
growth of support for 
the view that university 
councils, and not cabi- 
net ministers, should 
have the right to deter- 
mine admission.

[Text] The Council of Unions of South Africa (Cusa), this week launched a 
workers’ newsletter aimed at providing a channel of communication between 
its various affiliates and 100 000-strong membership throughout the country. 


The eight page issue, intended as an introduction to Cusa, gives an in-depth 
analysis of how and when Cusa was formed, what its aims and objectives are, 


its guiding principles and its policies. 


In a front page editorial the editor of CUSA NEWS says articles explaining 
the legal rights of workers will become a regular feature in the newsletter. 


The editorial also highlights the "enormous potential" that publications 
have to play in organising the strength of the workers. CUSA NEWS will at 
all times report and analyse events and issues in the labour field and the 


broader community. 


There is a serious need for such a publication, the editorial says. 


On its numerical strength, Cusa claims that in the three years since it was 
formed in Johannesburg, it has grown from strength of strength to become 
one of the country's giants in the labour field with a membership of more 


than 100 000. 


The figure, which puts it close to that of the Federation of South African 
Trade Unions (Fosatu), could make Cusa the second largest emerging trade 
union federation in the country. 


The meteoric rise in Cusa's membership followed a resolution taken during 
its annual conference last August to form the National Union of Mineworkers 
which is the biggest black mineworkers' union in the country claiming a 


membership of close to 20 000.

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ORLANDO SHACKS KEEP COMING DOWN

YESTERDAY, less than two weeks afier a Rand 
Sapreme Court judge ordered the Soweto Council to 
stop demolishing shacks in Orlando Fast, several 
shacks were razed. 

An atmosphere of tension continued to grip other 
shack dwellers who were not yet affected. At one of 
the houses in the area people were seen demolishing 
their own shacks. Some of the people were at work 
when the armed West Rand Administration Board 
(Wrab) policemen and Soweto Council employees 
pulled shacks down. 

Crowds of anguished residents gathered around 
the area and watched helplessly as the structures 
were brought down and the material used to build 
the shacks — corrugated iron, advertising boards — 
were loaded onto a truck. A young man, Mr Oscar 
Radebe, claimed the Wrab police confiscated his 
camera as he took pictures of them pulling a shack 
down. 

The demolition of shacks comes hardly two weeks 
after Supreme Court judge Mr Justice Groskopff, 
ordered the Soweto Community Council to stop 
demolishing shacks. He also ordered the council to 
rebuild a shack belonging to Mrs Margaret Hlong- 
wane (72). He said the council had no right to 
demolish the shacks because it is not a recognised 
local authority. 

Ms Tshidi Kalane said the Wrab policemen and 
council employees arrived at her home at about 11 
am. “They told me to take ail my belongings owt of

the shack I occupy with my husband as they had 
orders to demolish it. They also asked me how much 
rent we paid the landlord. I do not know why they 
wanted to know this as s they would have gone ahead 
with their job anyway.” 


Mrs Wendy Mothei’s two shacks, whose residents 
were said to be at work, were pulled down. The 
material was also taken away in the truck. Lunch 
break for the Wrab policemen and council employ- 
ees was also held on the spot where three vans 
brought their food. Thereafter they went back to 
work on the shacks. 


The Soweto Council started with their shack 
demolishing on February 2 and so far more than 50 
sha~ks have been razed. At the time it was said loans 
were available for residents to build proper struc- 
tures.

University and the other a high 
school pupil studying in the United 
States, were at each other’s throats 
arguing: 

“We are sent to university to learn, not 
to fight with university authorities,” said 
the Turfloop student. 

“But if there are problems,” the other 
countered, “who will solve them if not 
students themselves? Surely, it must be 
their duty to correct the situation.” 

The time? It was in June 1972, at the 
height of the Turfloop University crisis, 
caused by the expulsion of Abram Tiro 
from the university. Tiro, who sub- 
sequently di:d in exile in Botswana when 
a parcel bomb exploded in his hands, was 
thrown out of the university after attack- 
ing Bantu Education at a graduation 
ceremony earlier that year. 

But the argument could very well have 
taken place only yesterday. Students are 
as divided today as they have been for a 
decade. And in -the black community 
parents are just as divided as the students: 

“What’s wrong with our children?” 
some argue. “Don’t they realise it’s us 
blacks, not the system, who will suffer if 
they continue disrupting their university 
education?” 

But others support the embattled 
students, saying the students’ activities 
are part of the struggle against oppression. 

What are the root causes of the 
students’ grievances? In 1970, soon after 
Turfloop gained autonomy as a university, 
the then SRC organised a boycott of the 
investiture of the late Dr W.W.M. Eiselen 


[Text ] Te youngsters, one a second-year 
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as the university chancellor. Two years 
later Tiro, a former SRC president, 
articulated the grievances which remain 
virtually unchanged to this day. 

At a graduation ceremony he com- 
plained that: 


* The university, a black university, 
has a white chancellor and a white rector. 

* The University Council is entirely 
white. 

* Black lecturers are unable to contri- 
bute to the administration of the univer- 
sity because all committees are pre- 
dominantly white. 

* The Advisory Council which is sup- 
posed to represent parents has not been 
elected by them but has been appointed 
by people in higher authority. 

* Tius Advisory Council consists of 
chiefs, people who have never been to 
university nor have any experience of the 
conditions to which students are 
subjected. 

* The Dean of Students has also been 
appointed, not elected by students. 

* Blacks are denied the right to runa 
bookstore, to supply milk and meat to 
students on the campus, but whites, 
including a member of the university 
administration, have been given the right 
to run these businesses. 

* And white students, who could 
work part-time at 11 white universities, 
are given vacation jobs at Turfloop while 
black students are not. 


T.. was questioning the sincerity and 
honesty of the architects of these institut- 
ions. He also stressed that blacks wanted 











an education common to all — black and 
white -— and not Bantu Education. 
Students demanded, too, that if the 
universities belonged to blacks, then they 
had to reflect black authority. 

It’s common knowledge that when 
black universities were established their 
architects said they would serve the 
interests of blacks. But after 10 years 


even those blacks who had believed these 
were their own institutions became 
disillusioned. It had become clear to 
them over the years that the universities 
were serving the interests of the socalled 
White South Africa only. They were 
being used for the purpose of those who 
designed them and not for the purpose of 
the community they were supposed to 
serve. 

Very little progress has been made to 
date to accommodate black aspirations 
since the unrest of the early 1970s. True, 
Dr Moses Madiba was appointed fist 
black chancellor when Dr Eiseien died in 
1977 and the first black rector, the late 
Professor William Kgware, was also ap- 
pointed in January of the same year. A 
year later, the University Council was 
reconstituted and given more powers — 
four blacks, Mr Godfrey Pitje, who holds 
an MA degree, Dr R.N. Gugushe, Pro- 
fessor Dr M.E.R. Mathivha and Professor 
P. Mokgokong, the present rector, have 
become members of the Council. The 
controversial Advisory Council compris- 
ing chiefs has been abolished. 

But nine of the 14 committees of the 
Senate are still entirely white. Only five 
of the 14 committees have a semblance of 
black representation. The five have a total 
of seven black members out of a combin- 
ed total of 33. And except for the Exe- 
cutive Committee which has three blacks, 
including the rector, out of 10 members, 
the others have one black each among 
several whites. 

This means control of the university 
still rests in white hands. Not only are the 
committees run by whites but even the 
people closest to the black rector, 
including his personal secretary, are 
white. All the registrars — among them a 
white matriculant who, students claim, 
often boasts “my vel is my graad (my 
skin is my degree)” - are white, too. Is it 
any wonder then that students believe the 
system of education is intended to pro- 
duce graduates of no substance? 

li may be said by apologists for the 
Status quo that the position at Turfloop 


is what it is because there are just no 
black academics qualified enough to man 
the ship. But then it should be remember- 
ed some of the few highly qualified men 
we have — Professor Es’kia Mphahlele, 
Professor Chabani Manganyi and Dr 
Gessler Nkondo — could not enter the 
university because they are considered 
politically unacceptable. Dr Nkondo, 
who had been teaching at Turfloop 
before he went to Yale University in the 
United States in 1977 to do a doctorate 
degree, found himself without a job 
when he completed his studies. He was 
no longer wanted at Turfloop. And our 
loss has been Yale’s gain for that’s where 
he is teaching today. 

A few months ago, when two white 
employees of the university — an assistant 
registrar and a security officer — allegedly 
helped Security Police detain two women 
students, one from her room at 3 a.m. 
and the other from the lecture room at 
10 a.m., there was nothing the rector 
could do! He could neither dismiss them 
nor suspend them as students demanded; 
h. said he had no authority whatsoever to 
act against the two men. 

Problems in these universities are 
obviously political. They stem from the 
fact that the institutions are for blacks 
and not of the blacks. As Professor Mpha- 
hiele has said they “don’t express our 
ambitions, aspirations, our sense of 
intellectual honesty, and our cultural 
expectations.” But, bad as they are, can 
we honestly say they are as good as 
nothing or worse than nothing? The 
question reminds me of a tale told by 
Frederick Douglass, an American slave, in 
his autobiography, about what his master 
angrily said to . s wife after discovering 
she was teaching Douglass how to read 
and write. The master said to his wife: 

“If you give a nigger an inch, he will 
take an ell . . . Learning would spoil the 
best nigger in the world. Now, if you 
teach that nigger how to read, there 
would be no keeping him. It would for- 
ever unfit him to be a slave. He would at 
once become unmanageable, and of no 
value to his master. As to himself, it 
would do him no good, but a great deal 
of harm. It would make him discontent 
and unhappy.” 


Ane. says Douglass, who was born 
about 1817 and grew up to become one 
of the greatest fighters against slavery; 
*These words sank deep into my heart,

stirred up sentiments within that ley 
slumbering, and called into existence an 
entirely new train of thought. It was a 
new and special revelation ... 1 now 
understood what had been to me a most 
perplexing difficulty — to wit, the white 
man’s power to enslave a black man... 
From that moment, I understood the 
pathway from slavery to freedom.” 

Now, if we are convinced the archi- 
tects of our education system don’t mean 
to give us substantive education as they 
themselves have declared, shouldn't it be 
our resolve then to make the best use of 
the limited resources at our disposal, for 
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our own good as a people, despite the 
miserable conditions? It’s one commend- 
able thing, I believe, to demonstrate one’s 
protest over a disgraceful event such as 
the detention of Miss Portia Nhlapo and 
Miss Benedicta Monama at Turfloop; but 
it’s quite another to want to stay out of 
school until a situation is corrected — by 
the indifferent authorities, which may 
mean staying out forever. 

No, life doesn’t come to an end simply 
because those who hate us refuse to do 
what we would like them to do. It 
doesn't; not at all. @

IDENTITY DOCUMENT--More than 4,5-million Whites, Coloureds and Asians had 
been issued with identity documents and it was estimated that less than a 
million such documents had still to be issued, the Minister of Internal 
Affairs, Mr F W de Klerk, said yesterday. Figures he supplied in a written 
reply to a question by Mr Ken Andrew (PFP, Gardens) showed that, as at 
September 30, last year, 3 156 840 identity documents had been issued to 
Whites, 1 026 515 to Coloureds and 332 980 to Asians. The estimated 
number of documents which still had to be issued totalled 985 517, of which 
the greatest number (594 474) were for Coloureds. Replying to another 
question from Mr Andrew, Mr De Klerk said that 320 555 identity documents 
for which applications had been received from all three race groups still 
had to be issued as at September 30, 1982, which was the latest specified 
date for which figures were available.

INDUSTRIAL COUNCIL--Cape Town --The Industrial Council system would have to 
be improved and extended, the Minister of Manpower, Mr Fanie Botha, said in 
Durban yesterday. Opening the annual conference of the South African 
Association of Manucipal Employees, Mr Botha devoted a large part of his 
speech to the subject of industrial relations at local government level. 
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He said local authority employees who did not belong to unions and who were 
inexperienced in negotiating through Industrial Councils or conciliation 
boards would increasingly seek union membership.

TUTU'S HEALTH--Widespread concern within the South African Council of Churches 
(SACC) in the last two weeks that Bishop Desmond Tutu could be suffering 
from a brain tumor was dispelled last week when a brain scan showed nega- 
tive results. Bishop Tutu will however have an operation on one of his 

ears early next month to improve a defective hearing ailment from which he 
has been suffering for some time. The operation was to have been sometime 
this week, but Bishop Tutu opted to undergo it later so that he could attend 
the Eloff Commission which resumed its hearing in Pretoria tomorrow. The 
bishop was referred to a specialist by Dr Nthato Motlana, after complaining 
of defective hearing in both his ears. After numerous X-ray examinations, 
the specialist suspected a benign brain tumor and sent the bishop for a 
brain scan.

MAWU, SCREENEX DISPUTE--There is increasing evidence that the country's 
migrant labour laws are being used against workers in an attempt to curb 
trade union strength. According to the Federation of South African Trade 
Unions (Fosatu), members of the more than 10 000-strong Metal and Allied 
Workers’ Union (Mawu) involved in a dispute with Screenex company have found 
themselves confronted not only by a stubborn management but also by the might 
of the East Rand Administration Board (Erab). Following discussions last 
year with workers at the factory near Elandsfontein, management agreed to 
renew all migrant labour contracts. However, just before closing time they 
cancelled 11 call-in cards. Screenex refused to discuss the issue with 
workers or the union and when workers reported for work in January, the 
management called in the police. Six workers were arrested and one was 
later charged with trespassing, according to Fosatu. The company has not 
hired 73 new migrant workers and Mawu members have been threatened with 
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eviction. "It appears that the Government is prepared to use the country's 
migrant labour laws against workers exercising their rights to withhold 
their labour." Workers have slammed the German-owned company for not com- 
plying with the EEC code of conduct and for exploiting local workers.

Mr Piet du Plessis, Minister of Mineral and Energy Affairs, last night con- 
firmed he would make an announcement in this regard this week. The minister

TANZANIA, BURUNDI AGREE TO EXPAND ECONOMIC, TECHNICAL COOPERATION 
Dar es Salaam DAILY NEWS in English 28 Feb 83 p 1

[Excerpt] Tanzania and Burundi have agreed to retain the Joint Committee 
on Transport and Communications when the Permanent Commission for Coopera- 
tion between the two countries starts functioning. 


In recommendations by the Joint Technical Committee ratified in Dar es 
Salaam last night, the neighbouring countries said the committee should be 
retained to oversee day-to-day activities in the transport and communica- 
tions sectors. 


The recommendations ratified by the Minister for Communications and Trans- 
port, Ndugu John Malecela and Burundi Minister for Transport, Posts and 
Communication, Ndugu Remy Nkengurutse, also called for reactivation of the 
Commission for Co-operation. 


The Foreign Affairs Ministries of both countries "should be advised to 
reactivate the functioning of the Joint Permanent Commission in accordance 
with the 1980 Agreement", the Ministers said. 


The recommendations were drawn up by the Joint Technical Committee, formed 
in 1977, during its annual meeting in Musoma from January 25 to 28, this 
year. 


Presidents Nyere and Jean Baptiste Bagaza of Burundi pledged to strengthen 
economic, technical and cultural cooperation between the two countries in 


1980. 


In a joint communique at the end of President Bagaza's visit to Tanzania, 
the two leaders directed relevant organs of their respective governments to 
consolidate and expand "all areas of concrete co-operation in the economic, 


technical and cultural fields". 


Burundi Ambassador to Tanzania, Ndugu Patrice Mikanagu, said in the city 
last night that a Permanent Commission for Co-operation was subsequently 
formed but that it had not met since then. 
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Under the agreement signed at Ndugu Mikanagu's residence last night, 
Tanzania will speed up identification of alternative site adjacent to the 
Dar es Salaam Port for the construction of a warehouse for Burundi cargo. 


It was also agreed that Tanzania should avail to Burundi the yard used to 
store Zambian copper at the port as soon as an access road to the new Zambia 


copper depot was completed. 


The two countries also agreed on a 1983/84 action programme for the Joint 
Technical Committee including introduction of a wagon ferry on Lake Tanganyika 
and commissioning of a container burge, mv Muhavura. 


Under the agreement, the government has been urged to make consultations 
with relevant authorities on the payment of customs dues estimated at 15 
million shillings for Burundi-bound cargo pilfered at the Dar es Salaam 


Port. 


The agreement said the matter should be thoroughly analysed before a Burundi 
request to waive the customs dues is considered. 


The two countries also agreed that Tanzania should pay for Burundi fixed 
equipment at the Dar es Salaam Port valued at 1,630,000/- "which has been 
outstanding for a long time". 


The equipment was installed by the landlocked country to facilitate air- 
lifting of Burundi goods in the late 1970s to supplement poor railway ser- 
vices. 


Also included in the agreement is an obligation for Tanzania to pay rental 
charges for two cranes and electric generators loaned by Burundi for use at 


Kigoma Port. 


The two sides also resolved that a team of Burundi and Tanzania officials 
should inspect Kigoma Port to identify areas posing bottlenecks in the 
efficient transportation of Burundi cargo between Kigoma and Bujumbura. 


The recommendation was made by Burundi and Tanzania ambassadors in 
Bujumbura early last month.

SOKOINE ANNOUNCES EIGHT STEPS TO REVAMP ECONOMY

last night announced eight major steps to be taken by the Government in 
revamping the economy.

.Struggle against poverty through agricultural undertaking by ensuring that 
everyone, with the exception of children, the aged and disabled as prescribed 
by the Arusha Declaration, engages in productive work. 


.Ensure that all Tanzanians who had financial might are ailocated land out- 
side village areas and directed on the type of crops to produce. 


.Fight against all kinds of crimes which threaten the security and people's 
lives. 


.Ensure that justice is maintained in all institutions charged with mainte- 
nance of law and order. 


.Ensure that all economic saboteurs are eliminated. 


.Ensure every person lives on his or her sweat. The Government will not 
tolerate a person or groups of people living through racketeering. 


.Seek aid from Tanzania's friends but desist from turning aid into the basis 
of the country's development. 
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In a speech which he read before the CCM Secretary General, Ndugu Rashidi 
Kawawa, Ndugu Sokoine said the Government would enact laws that would ensure 
that the Party's directive on every able-bodied person must work was imple- 
mented to the letter. 


He said one who does not engage in economic production did not have the right 
to eat nor seek rights from the society. Every Tanzanian who had the 
ability to work, he said, must meet all his or her needs and ensure that 
he/she contributed a surplus to the nation. 


The Prime Minister said development could not be brought through miracles. 


He said agriculture formed the basis of Tanzania's development. He said in 
a bid to break the vicious circle of our poverty in the country, Tanzania 
must declare economic war through agriculture and other productive sectors 


of the national economy. 


Ndugu Sokoine said there were six or seven million hands in Tanzania, which 
did not work and a similar number of mouths which ate without producing. 

He said seven other millions, all children with the requisite working age, 
dressed without working. 


He said the new CCM Government was not prepared to leave such people to 
exploit others when the nation was presently in need of people to work in 
sisal estates, coffee, tea, sugarcane, cashewnuts and cloves plantations. 


Ndugu Sokoine said the country's major economic problems were foreign 
exchange, food, fuel, raw materials for industries and pilfering on the 
part of certain people who were bent on living on other peoples" sweat. 


He said the nation was also facing propaganda onslaught from internal and

NBC MAKES HIGHEST SURPLUS IN 1982 SINCE ITS ESTABLISHMENT 
Dar es Salaam DAILY NEWS in English 26 Feb 83 p l 


[Text] The National Bank of Commerce (NBC) last year recorded a surplus of 
587.2m/-, the highest since it was set up 16 years ago. 


The NBC Chairman and Managing Director, Ndugu Amon Nsekela, said the amount 
was almost double that of the 1980/81 financial year. The bank recorded a 
surplus of 300.8 million/- in that year. 


Launching the Annual Report and Accounts for the year ending June 30, last 
year, Ndugu Nsekela attributed the improved performance to intensified cost 
control measures during the year. 


The expenditure/income ratio declined by 12.8 percentage points, from 63.5 
to 50.7 per cent, during the year, he said. 


He said the increased surplus enabled the bank to strengthen its capital 
structure by increasing the level of capital, reserves and retained earnings 
by almost 25 per cent. Next fixed assets rose by about 12 per cent over the 
previous year. 


He said during the year, the bank witnessed an encouraging growth in deposits, 
lending and investments. Investments grew by 38.6 per cent, followed by 
deposits which grew by 26.1 per cent. Lending grew by 11.8 per cent. 


Ndugu Nsekela said the performance compared favourably with that of 1980/81, 
when investments grew by 32.6 per cent, deposits by 12.7 and lending by 
10.2 per cent. 


Ndugu Nsekela attributed success in the bank's operations to worker's 
diligence, creativity and perseverance. 


He said foreign exchange turnover dropped by 11.7 per cent compared to the 
previous year because of the adverse foreign exchange position of the 
economy. This "was in turn unfavourable to the bank's foreign exchange 


business". 
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Ndugu Nsekela announced that in the 1982/83 financial year, the performance 
of the bank's operating units will no longer be judged by the level of sur- 
plus generation alone. 


"Merit and performance will constitute the base for rewards and the phil- 
osophy whereby people get financial raises because of years of service, and 
not because of performance, is now totally unacceptable in the NBC”, 

Ndugu Nsekela explained. 


He added that promotion would be determined by ability to perfcrm and not 
by tenure, adding that if bonus was available, share-outs among the operating 
units would be in accordance with their performance ratings. 


Performance would, therefore, be measured by evaluating operating units 
results by comparing them to predetermined targets and performance standards. 


On retail banking, Ndugu Nsekela said that there has been continuous research 
to explore new markets and find ways of making the bank's services more 
satisfying. "Particular emphasis is being put on identifying problem areas 
and appropriate remedial measures for them", he added. 


He also said that NBC had embarked on an aggressive training and retraining 
programme, adding that during the 1981/82, some 641 staff attended various 
courses locally and 10 were trained abroad. [as published]

THA TO TAKE STEPS TO END ZAMBIAN GOODS PILEUP IN DAR ES SALAAM

[Text] The Tanzania Harbours Authority (THA) and the visiting Zambian 
businessmen have agreed to take measures to reduce hitches that have caused 
pile-ups of Zambia goods at Dar es Salaam Port.

CONTINUING PROBLEMS ON TAZARA DESCRIBED

THE imposing facade of the Chinese- 
built Tazara railway station in Dar es 
Salaam often misleads visitors into 
believing they have mistakenly wander- 
ed into the international airport. But 
the marble-tiled booking hall and 
spotless platforms are usually silent. a 
sign of continuing problems on the 
rail link between Tanzania's port 
capital and the Zambian copperbelt 
nearly 1,900 km (1.200 miles) south- 
west. Just once a week the doors are 
unlocked, western and Chinese music 
blasts from the public address system, 
and a passenger train pulls out for the 
two-day journey from the Indian Ocean 
Coast to the high savannahs of central 
Africa. Hauled by a 2,000-horsepower 
diesel locomotive, the crowded blue 
and white train heads across Tanzania's 
coastal plain towards some of the 
continent's wildest and most in- 
accessible country. Peasant families 
pack the third-class seats while the 
first and second-class compartments 
are taken by a mixture of workers, 
businessmen, government employees, 
and a few young westerners on low- 
budget, trans-African tours. Fares are 
reasonable. The Tanzanian or 
Zambian equivalent of US$20 buys a 
third-class, one-way ticket for a me 
roughly the same as between Madrid 
and Berlin. 

Although the railway was buflt 
principally to reduce landlocked 


Zambia's dependence on politically 
undesirable transport routes through 
South Africa, it has had important 
side-effects on rural development. The 
line passes through vast areas of 
Zambia and Tanzania previously 


neglected because of poor communic- 
ations. New settlements huddle by its 
single track and at most of the 147 
stations villagers sell local produce to 
the passengers through the train's open 
windows. Pineapples, mangoes. 
bananas, cashew nuts and sugar cane 
supplement the one-course menu of 
chicken and rice offered in the buffet 
car. Competition among the vendors 
is keen as stops are brief and only one 
passenger train a week passes in each- 
direction. When the railway's Chinese 
builders handed over control to a 
joint Tanzanian-Zambian authority in 
1976 there were six return trips a 
week. 

Tazara’s original 85 Chinese locomo- 
tives were underpowered and prone 
to breakdowns over the gruelling 
mountainous sections of the route. 
and economically-vital freight services. 
take priority on what is available. 
Pilfering. a lack of skilled manpower: 
and spares, financial mismanagement. 
and inefficiency have also been given 
as reasons for financial losses on the 
line of US $100 million by 1981. The 
remaining passenger services run 
Strictly to time, however. After leaving 
Tanzania's palm-fringed coast, the train 
Skirts the largest wildlife sanctuary in 
Africa, the 41,440 sq. km Selous Game 
Reserve. giving passengers a privileged 
view of acres of virgin bush and some 
of the estimated one million animals. 
Elephants. giraffes. zebras and bucks 
graze within 100 metres (yards) of the 
line. Sometimes they stray too close. 
Outside one bush station, scavengers 
pick at the carcase of an elephant run 
down by a locomotive a week earlier. 
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Groups of hippo laze beneath a bridge 
over the great Ruaha River as the 
train travels on at a steady 65 km (40 
miles an hour) following a ridge of 
blue mountains towards the Zambian 
border. 

There is a short evening stop at 
Mlimba, at the foot of the Kipingere 
Hills, where some of the 100 Chinese 
advisers still working on the railway 
couple up a second locomotive to 
boost power for the steep ascent to 
Tanzania's fertile southern highlands. 


Snaking through the hills, the line 


climbs more than 1,200 metres in one 
96-km stretch. All but one of Tazara's 
19 tunnels lie along this section, which 
presented the Chinese with the most 
hazardous construction problems of 
the whole project. 

As many as 30,000 Chinese and 
M).000 Tanzanians and Zambians are 
belies ed to have worked on the railway 
at the height of construction in the 
early 1970s. Estimates of the number 
ot Chinese who died in accidents or of 
disease vary between 70 and 150 and 
their remains lie in special cemeteries 
at both ends of the line. The awesome 
engineering feats of the Chinese have 
hecome legendary along the line and 
have left a deep impression on local 
railway workers. Sipping a local brandy 


in the buffet car, one Tazara executive 
also marvelled at the sexual restraint 
displayed by the work-gangs. “You 
could scour the villages round here 
and not find a single half-African, 
half-Chinese child,” he said. 

The only major interruption in the 
journey from Dar es Salaam is a 
rigorous customs and immigration 
check at the Zambian border. Travel- 
lers say the checks are even more 
thorough on the west-to-east run 
because severe commodity shortages 
in Tanzania have created a demand 
for smuggling. From the frontier, the 
train travels through Zambia's sparsely- 
populated Northern Province to 
Tazara’s austere western terminus 
outside the small town of Kapiri 
Mposhi. 

Economic analysts say Tazara’s 
freight performance has been as 
unsatisfactory as its passenger service. 
Goods traffic fell from a peak of 1.3 
million tonnes in 1976 to 752,000 
tonnes in 1981. Despite this, Tazara 
officials are angered by western critics 
who have labelled the line a white 
elephant or “the great railway disast- 
er”. It is unfair, they say, to compare 
infant Tazara with the pertormance of 


well-established railways built by 


Africa's former colonial rulers.

IMPASSABLE ROADS LIKELY TO HINDER WFP MAIZE RELIEF TRANSPORT

[Text] Transportation of relief supplies of maize bought by the World Food 
Programme (WFP) for famine-stricken areas is likely to be difficult in some 
parts of the Eastern Province due to impassable roads. 


Roads in Luangwa Valley and parts of Petauke district are in bad state and 
the WFP is currently having discussions with the contingent planning and 
the Ministry of Agriculture and Water Development to find a solution to the 


problem. 


WFP deputy representative, Mr Vincent Gondwe said this in Lusaka yesterday 
when he confirmed that the 4,320 tonnes of imported maize destined for 
famine-stricken areas in Eastern, Southern and Western Provinces started 


moving from Zimbabwe. 


T..e maize is part of a large consignment of emergency food aid being pro- 
vided by WFP. Also included are 432 tonnes of dried skimmed milk and 216 


tonnes of edible oil. 


Mr Gondwe said that Western Province which was also supplied by relief 
food supplies last year has been provided with eight-four-wheel drive 
trucks by the Lutheran World Federation and hence, the problem of trans- 
porting the maize there will not arise. 


Under the new arrangement, Namboard will receive all the maize from 
Zimbabwe and will release the maize which it already has at the depots in 
the affected areas. 


The emergency exercise to supply food for famine-stricken areas will last 
three months covering 120,000 people in Siavonga, Gwembe and Namwala dis- 
tricts in Southern Province.--Zana.

EMIGRATION FIGURES--Zimbabwe had a net gain of engineers and teachers 
through migration in the first 11 months of last year but suffered a net 
loss of most other skilled people. The latest detailed figures from the 
Central Statistical Office show that in the 11 months, 230 teachers emi- 
grated, mostly women, but 517 immigrated, mostly men. A total of 254 
engineers came to the country, but 240 left in the same period. There was 
a net loss of managers, doctors, nurses and all categories of skilled 
workers in the production sector. Britain was the largest source of immi- 
grants both in November last year and in the 11 months, with Zambia close 
behind. South Africa was third, followed by Malawi. British citizens, 
followed by Zimbabweans, formed the largest group of immigrants. South 
Africa was the destination of almost half of November's 1129 official emi- 
grants, and more than half of the 16 425 people who emigrated in the first 
ll months. Malawi was the second most popular destination, with Britain 
third.

ZIMPAPERS PROFITS--Zimbabwe Newspapers (1980) Limited made a pre-tax profit 
of almost $1,5 million last year on a turnover of just over $16 million. 
According to a company statement today the turnover rose from $14 227 559 

in 1981 to $16 038 811 last year while profits rose far less, from $1 468 447 
to $1 499 023. After tax profits however, rose considerably from $766 230 
to $943 306. A final dividend of 14c a share has been declared bringing the 
year's total dividend to 19c a share, compared to 20c a share in 1981. 

With 2,4 million shares, the earnings per share rose from 32c in 1981 to 

39c last year and the total dividend for last year totals $456 000. A 

full review of the company's affairs will be sent out in the annual report 
on March 7, 1983.

CONTAINER TRADE--The shipment of containers should be streamlined and speeded 
up when the new Lochinvar container terminal is opened in Harare next year. 
This was the view expressed by various companies involved in containerisa- 
tion following last week's announcement by the National Railways of Zimbabwe 
that work would start on the terminal in April. The NRZ has,’ in the mean- 
time, issued another statement clarifying Lochinvar's status--it will be a 
terminal and not a depot, as reported in last week's BUSINESS HERALD. A 
container terminal, the statement explained, "is a place usually constructed 
and operated by a trunk haulier for the handling, transfer, collection and 
delivery of full container loads of traffic. In respect of the proposed 
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container terminal at Lochinvar, it will be constructed and operated the 
NRZ with a cartage service being provided by a private enterprise under 
contract to the NRZ."" A container depot, on the other hand, is "usually 
constructed and operated by a private company whose main purpose is to 
handle, store, process, collect and deliver traffic in less than container 
loads. It also functions as a state warehouse for uncleared customable 
consignment. The company concerned is franchised for these operations by 
the Customs Department. A container depot also provides facilities for the 
handling, storing and cartage of full container load traffic as well as 
operating as a container park, with its attendant repair and cleaning 
facilities."'

CANADIAN HELP--Zimbabwe and Canada yesterday signed a $6.1 million agreement 
to carry out geological surveys for minerals in four areas of Zimbabwe. The 
Secretary in the Ministry of Mines, Cde Christopher Ushewokunze, said 
Zimbabwe would benefit, not only from valuable geological data as to the 
possible establishment of new mines, but in the specialised training to 

be given to Zimbabwean geologists. Canada would carry out aero-magnetic 











surveys in three areas--80 km east and 80 km north of Bulawayo, between 
Cweru and Kwekwe extending 80 km to the west and between the Empress Mine 
and Golden Valley. The aircraft and equipment would arrive in Zimbabwe in 
April. Flying would start the next month and be completed by October. The 
results of the airborne survey would then be evaluated, maps drawn and 
anomalous areas identified and plans made for follow-up diamond drilling. 
"The whole project is planned to be completed in 1986 at a cost of $6,1 
million of which 96 percent will be provided by the Canadian government.”
